TAIPEI  — The  Chinese  Na- 
fionalists  say  a dogfight  between 
jet  fighters  shattered  cease-fire 
quiet  over  the  offshore  islands 
early  Friday.

LITTLE  ROCK  — Constitu- 
tionality of  a law  which  was 
used  to  close  Little  Rock’s  four 
high  schools  may  be  tested  Fri- 
day. Lawyer  Kenneth  Coffelt 
says  he  plans  to  appeal  to  the 
Arkansas  Supreme  Court  as  soon 
as  it  opens.  The*  action  could 
leave  Governor  Orval  Fabus 
without  a law  under  which  to 
keep  the  schools  closed. 

CAPE  CANAVERAL  — An 
Army  Jupiter  missile  was  de- 
liberately exploded  30  seconds 
after  blastoff  last  night  over 
Cape  Canaveral.  Officials  say  the 


missile  was  blown  up  after  it 
apparently  went  out  of  control. 
They  say  no  injuries  or  signifi- 
cant property  damage  have  been 
reported,  even  though  debris 
showered  on  the  cape. 

NEW  YORK  CITY— America’s 
U.  N.  Ambassador,  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge,  is  expected  to  outline  a 
new  resolution  on  disarmament 
Friday.  U.  N.  sources  say  the  res- 
olution is  aimed  against  Russian 
and  Indian  demands  for  an  im- 
mediate nuclear  test  ban.

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Inmcite  Gives  Views  of  Prison  life 


by  the  Utah  State  Prison  Librarian 
(name  withheld  on  request) 

(The  dark  world  of  the  prison  inmate, 
known  only  by  those  who  actually  “play  the 
role,  is  portrayed  here  by  the  Utah  State 
Prison  Librarian  (inmate),  Point-of-the- 
Mountain.  Asking  that  his  name  be  withheld, 
the  writer  has  a moving  story  to  tell  about 
life  behind  the  prison  walls.  His  complete  story 
will  cover  many  aspects  of  Point-of-Mountain 
life  and  will  be  therefore  continued  in  later 
issues.) 

There  is  a feeling,  unique  to  the  convicted 
felon,  which  occurs  at  the  moment  he  walks 
imder  the  gun  in  Tower  No.  1 in  front  of  the 
main  entrance  of  the  Utah  State  Prison.  De- 
feat, frustration  and  hopelessness  seem  to  be 
combined  into  one  great  mass  of  dejection. 
For  the  man  entering  here  as  a first  time  of- 
fender there  is  the  added  weight  of  shame  he 
has  brought  his  family  with  the  notoriety  of 
the  arrest,  the  trial  and  the  ultimate  convic- 
tion and  sentence.  The  invisible  yolk  of  burden 
which  each  of  these  men  seem  to  carry  as  they 
walk  toward  their  future,  is  composed  of  these 
feelings  and  thoughts:  What  is  the  future? 
Where  begins  the  long  climb  back? 

FIRST  COMES  ‘BOOKING’ 

First  the  new  inmate  is  ‘booked’  at  the  Rec- 
ords Office  of  the  prison.  At  this  time  he  is  of- 
ficially released  by  the  accompanying  officers 
to  the  custody  of  the  warden  of  the  institution 
and  his  identification,  money  and  other  belong- 
ings are  placed  in  care  of  the  records  clerk. 

It  is  here  he  changes  his  name  from  John 
J.  Doe  to  Doe,  John.  J.  U.S.  P.  No.  00000.  Part 
of  his  personality  is  left  in  this  room,  never  to 
be  regained. 

Now  he  is  one,  who  will  carry  the  social 
stigma  of  ex-felon,  even  when  he  again  attains 
his  entrance  into  freedom.  He  has  gained  a 
number  yet  he  lost  his  identification.  It  is  in 
this  room  that  the  climb  back  begins. 

Next  is  the  shower  room  where  he  leaves  the 
suit  of  clothes  he  has  chosen,  and  dons  the 


uniform  which  has  been  picked  for  him  by  an 
authority  that  concerns  itself  with  durability 
of  cloth,  utility  of  design  and  uniformity  within 
the  ranks.  They  are  not  concerned  with  fine 
woven  cloths,  expert  styling  and  tailoring,  or 
the  small  personal  touches  with  which  the  out- 
side community  citizen  strives  to  be  well 
dressed. 

PRIDE  WASHED  AWAY 

As  the  dust  and  the  sweat  of  the  county  jail 
and  the  long,  uncomfortable  ride  is  washed 
from  his  body,  so  too  is  washed  away  his  pride 
and  arrogance,  his  dignity  and  his  individu- 
ality. Now  he  is  physically  ready  for  the  clang- 
ing of  the  two  prison  gates  through  which  he 
will  pass  into  his  new  home — his  new  life. 
Nothing  can  prepare  him  mentally  for  the 
finality  of  the  two  closed  gates  of  the  control 
room. 

At  the  end  of  the  administration  corridor, 
access  is  gained  to  tKe  offices  of  the  captain  of 
custody,  classification  and  treatment,  the  su- 
pervisor of  inmate  services,  the  LDS  and  Cath- 
olic chaplains,  the  inmate  advisory  council  and 
inmate  photo  fund  studio  and  darkroom,  the 
• institutional  mail  room  and  the  inmates  en- 
trance to  the  visiting  room.  Further  on  is  Main 
Street. 

This  street,  like  all  Main  Streets,  is  the  ar- 
terial highway  of  this  village  which  has  the 
distinction  of  being  more  thoroughly  policed 
than  any  village  of  its  size  in  the  state.  Stand 
on  this  street  long  enough  during  the  course  of 
a day  and  you  will  seejjractically  every  inhabi- 
tant of  this  town  which  never  lacks  for  new- 
comers and  contains  its  fair  share  of  “old 
settlers.” 

On  this  street  is  the  first  new  home-orienta- 
tion quarters.  It  is  more  commonly  known  as 
“Fish  Tier.”  From  this  base  parlor,  bedroom 
and  bath  in  one  room  (complete  with  barred 
door)  stems  the  exploration  into  the  well 
chartered  seas  of  orientation.  Here  is  home  for 
the  next  two  weeks.
